Vulcan and Electric Power 


The 20th century Is characteriz¬ 
ed by the use of energy. Energy 
turns the wheels of Industry. Its 
efficient use has produced, in the 
Western World, a great and pros¬ 
perous industrial complex. Canada, 
one of the youngest of the Indus¬ 
trial nations of the West, is one of 
the most prosperous — second only 
to the United States In her stand¬ 
ard of living. One of the main 
reasons for Canada’s position in 
world affairs today particularly as 
a trading nation, Is due to her 
abundant energy resources 

These resources have been seized 
upon so that a growing nation with 
an expanding economy could pro¬ 
gress and prosper. Today in Can¬ 
ada more low-cost energy is used 
per capita than any other country 
in the world. 

Alberta is well endowed with 
energy resources. The province has 
oil — probably the world's largest 
deposit is to be found In the Atha¬ 
basca tar sands. Coal — half of 
Canada's coal Is to be found In 
Alberta. There are large natural 
gas deposits and water power In 
abundance. 

All these resources produce for 
Albertans low - cost energy or 
power. Power Is the flux of pro¬ 
gress In Canada today. 

Vulcan for many years has used 
power for Its homes and places of 
business. However thirty-five years 
ago power was not put to as many 
worthwhile uses as It Is today. But 
technology has provided labor sav¬ 
ing equipment over the years that 
Is power operated. 

Vulcan has been served with 
power for over four decades. The 
Vulcan Light and Power Company 
Limited served the town up until 
Jan. 1, 1931. 

Older residents of Vulcan can re¬ 
call that the rales were 18c per 
kilowatt-hour for the first 100 
kilowatt-hours and 17c per kilo¬ 
watt - hour over 100 kilowatt- 
hours. There was a 25c per month 
rental charge on the meters. 

In 1927 the Vulcan Light and 
Power Company, whose managing 
director was Paul Whlttock, con¬ 
tracted to buy power in bulk from 
Calgary Power. The contract sti¬ 
pulated that rates to customers 
compare with the rates Calgary 
Power Customers were charged. 
This brought a reduction in rates 
to Vulcan consumers. There was a 
service charge of $1.00 per month 
and an energy charge of 10c per 
kilowatt-hour for the first 30 


kilowatt-hours used and 5c per 
kilowatt-hour for the next 20. In 
those days domestic customers sel¬ 
dom used over 50 kilowatt-hours 
per month. Power was used mainly 
for lighting. 

In 1931 the directors of the Vul¬ 
can Light and Power sold their 
company to Calgary Power. The 
first Franchise between the Town 
of Vulcan and Calgary Power was 
passed on March 16, 1931. 

With the new Franchise came a 
new rate which reduced the cost 
of power to the town’s consumers. 
This rate consisted of a 50c per 
month service charge, the first 30 
kilowatt-hours at 10c per kilowatt- 
hour, the next 20 kilowatt-hour at 
10c for 2 kilowatt-hours and all 
over 50 kilowatt-hours 10c for 3 
kilowatt-hours 

In 1941 the franchise was renew¬ 
ed and another new rate was In¬ 
troduced. This rate had a mini¬ 
mum monthly charge of $2.40 net 
and Included the first 20 kilowatt- 
hours; all over 20 kilowatt-hours 
at lc per kilowatt-hour. 

In 1953 the franchise was renew¬ 
ed again and the net minimum 
charge was reduced by 10c; all 
over 20 kilowatt-hours at lHc. 

Today the people of the Town of 
Vulcan on an average are using 
eight times more power than they 
did In 1931. Then they paid ap¬ 
proximately 31* times more per 
kilowatt-hour than they do now. 
On an average people paid Just 
over 7c per kilowatt-hour in 1931; 
today the average cost to the con¬ 
sumer is under 2c per kilowatt- 
hour. 

The same situation applies to 
commercial establishments where 
the cost of power to commercial 
consumers is approximately half of 
what It was in 1931. Four times as 
much power is being used in com¬ 
mercial establishments in Vulcan 
today. 

This Is the story right across 
Canada generally, where, in spite 
of inflation the cost of power hat 
gone down over the years. How¬ 
ever It is not so much the cost of 
power as the value and amount of 
work done by equipment, appli¬ 
ances and machines that are power 
operated.

Editor, The Advocate: 

A number of producers in the 
Macleod Constituency, particularly 
In the foothills area, have enquired 
about the procedure of obtaining a 
Wheat Board Permit because they 
wished to qualify for the payment 
($1.00 per cultivated acre with r 
maximum of $200.00 per farm). A 
producer to qualify must be the 
holder of a Wheat Board Permit. 

A memorandum from the Cana¬ 
dian Wheat Board of Jan. 26, 1959, 
clarifies the policy on the issuing 
of permits. This makes it clear 
that any person who produces 
wheat, oats, barley, rye or flax¬ 
seed, in Alberta is eligible for a 
permit and the Wheat Board 
memorandum reads as follows: 

“Whether or not a producer who 
receives a permit book delivers 
grain Into commercial channels is 
the decision of the producer him¬ 
self, as there Is no provision in the 
Canadian Wheat Board Act requir¬ 
ing him to do so.” 

It is not necessary for a farmer 
to write Ottawa, or his Member of 
Parliament, because the proper 
procedure for securing a permit is 
to make application through the 
local elevator agent and have the 
application forwarded to the Cana¬ 
dian Wheat Board in Winnipeg.

Using Inadequately Wired Machines 
Is Common But Dangerous Practice 


Improper use of small capacity, 
portable electrical equipment and 
Ignorance or disregard of protec¬ 
tive measures are responsible for 
several fatalities in Alberta during 
recent weeks, reports the Depart¬ 
ment of Industries and Labor. 

Two of the electrocutions were 
traced to makeshift connections 
used ln the operation of a small 
saw and drill. Because no three- 
slot receptacles were at hand, the 
operator in each case improvised 
his own connections. The three- 
wire cap supplied on the extension 
cord was replaced with a common 
Iwo-way cap. When equipment be¬ 
came “short-circuited” there was 
no ground wire as intended. Ex¬ 
pediency of using two-wire con¬ 
nections cost Doth operators their 
lives. 

Another fatality and near* 
Champion, Alta, fatality resulted from careless 
operation of model planea The 
control wire held by operators pro¬ 
vided a perfect transmission link 
when the models struck high vol¬ 
tage power lines. Extreme cauUon 
should be exercised by model 
plane enthusiasts to stay well 
clear of power lines. 

Safety regulations under The 
Electrical Protection Act require 
that all receptacles installed where 
there Is more than normal risk of 
Injury through shock shall be of 
the polarized grounding type. This 
type provides three points of con¬ 
tact for 115 volt equipment If In¬ 
stallation is properly made, the 
third contact in the receptacle is 
conneeted to ground through a low 
resistance medium. The same re¬ 
quirement applies to portable elec¬ 
trical equipment for commercial 
or industrial use.

WATCH THOSE SCREENINGS 

Every grain grower is faced with 
the pi oblom of proper disposal of 
screenings. Because most of us 
realize that screenings, If not pro¬ 
perly handled, can become a 
serious source of weed infestation, 
we try to prevent their scattering. 
Unfortunately there are still those 
who, through carelessness, are al¬ 
lowing screenings to seed in fields, 
feed-lots Sind along roadsides. This 
is dangerous. It often starts a new 
weed which may eventually be¬ 
come an economic problem says W. 
Lobay, Alberta Supervisor of Soils 
and Weed Control. 

It Is not uncommon to see un¬ 
cleaned grain hauled In open 
trucks. The grain lost by this 
practice would soon pay for a trap 
and there would be no weeds 
seeded. Screenings are occasionally 
fed to livestock In the field where 
they are scattered by wind, 
animals and other agencies. It is 
Illegal to feed screenings unless 
they are fed In an enclosed feedlot 
approved by a weed insector. 

Every precaution should be 
taken to prevent screenings from 
scattering. See your district agri¬ 
culturist or field supervisor and 
discuss the problem with him. 
Start weed control now, advises 
Mr. Lobay.
